Cotton and Sdoar Caors— The writer of the 

money articles in the New Orleans Picayune in 
that paper of Thursday last says: 

Conversation at the various onrnera was pretty 
active, the chief topic being the overflow aud the 
probable losses it may engender. On this sub- 
ject opinions are very wide apart, and likely to 
continue so utr.il the incoming of the crop shall 
determine the real amount of injury." Willi re- 
gard to sugar, it seems to be generally conceded 
that the crop will eventually sum up 60,0l>0 to 
70,000 hhds , probably the iatter. Sofar as cotton 
is concerned, the damage cannot be arrived at 
with the same degree of accuracy. Some go so 
far as to assert that the injury will scarcely at- 
tain a per centage on the crop. But this U mere 
assertion. Others, whose sources of information 
are credible and trustworthy, estimate the harm 
at2QO t QU0 bales us a minimum, while others 
again, possessing the same advantages, put it 
down i;c :i00,l'0(l bale* and eveu more. In tho 
meanwhile, it is satisfactory to know that the 
remainder of the crop, with casual exceptions, 
is progressing well, and that tlie prospects are 
quite as go<:ti as they were the year before last at 
this time, the period of blooming being more 
over identical wiJi the present season, aay the 
1st to tho 4th ol June. Indeed, thus far, the weath- 
er corresponds pretty much with tint year; but it 
is to be hoped that the analogy may here cease, 
since the yield turned out to be short. So true 
it is that we are now entering on the critical 
period oifhe growing season, and that the fair 
est proBMM may be broken by the numberless 
casualties to which the plant is vet exposed. 

The year before last we had no overflow or 
frost after the 3d of March and cotton bloomed 
on the -4 tii ol June Nevertheless, tho growth 
only reached 2,940,000 bales. We had frost on 
the ICth of October, nine days earlier than the 
average. Last year the first frost took place on 
the Vth of November, tweutv six davs later 
than thu average (estimated over a period of 
thirty ye ns.) and the result is an increase ot 
1 50.U0O bales over the pt»vious product. With 
tlie exception, therefore, of such incidental al 
lu-ion as the case may require, we mty as well 
lake leave of the crop subject for tho next sixty 
days. In the meanwhile our circular-writing 
biend. will attend to the matter, though we 
would caution them not to express opinions too 
hastily until they have ascerldued what New

.Mrs. Caroline C.Stranburg, adfeol P. P. Stran 
burg, of this city, was a aaaafger o.. the Penn 
sylvania, which was burned to the waters edge in 
'he Mississippi, sixrv icib s below Memphis, on 
Ehaadaf nioinin-r. tfltl inst. Mrs left her 
berth jjaat before ihe ei plosion took place; and 
when she heard the report, which shook everv 
timber in the boat, she caught hold of her little 
child, which was only two months old, and rush 
id into the ladies' cabin at the very moment that 
a large piece of machinery came crashing through 
the floor. She ran to the captain's room and 
told him that the boaat was on fire, but he Baid 
she was mistaken, and advised her to be calm. — 
She said she was nor mistaken, and her manner 
was so earnest that the captain, thinking she 
might be correct, went down to the boiler deck. 
He returned iu a short time, aud remarked to 
Mrs. S., "There is no danger now — the fire has 
been rubdutd " .Mrs. S. however, would not be 
convinced; she inaiated that the boat was hi 
flames, and told the captain to make preparations 
for earing the passengers As she finished speak 
ing the Is SB as broke through the cabin floor, and 
in less than a minute the cabin was filled with 
smoke. She gaw that the time for action had ar 
rived, and she knew that her life and that of her 
child depended upon her own exertions; so she 
went down the private staircase, and was fortu 
nate enough to leach the boiicrdc-ck in safety. — 
Knowing that she would perish bv tire if she 
;taid on the boat, she determined to leave it and 
run the risk of meeting her death by another 
method. She accordingly seized a board about 
seven feet long and eight at ten inches wide, and. 
grasping her child wiih one arm and the board 
with the other, plunged into the river. 

The current, owing to the high stage of water, 
was very rapid, and Mrs. S. had as much as she 
could do to keep herself and child above tho sur- 
face; but she proved equal to the dangerous situa- 
tion in which she was placed, and her perilous 
;ourney down the riv r would not have been at 
tended with half the danger that it was, if her 
unselfi-h heart had not prompted her to save a 
man who was unable to save himself. A short 
time alter leaving the boat, she saw a man strug 
Kthftg in the water, and she kuew from his move 
ments that he was too much exhausted to save 
himself from going to the bottom; so she gene 
rously jeopardized her life to nave his; she grasp 
id him by the arm, at the risk of being pulled from 
her frail support, and assisted hint in getting up- 
on a littlo piece of plank tha'. wa3 hardlv suffl 
cient to keep herself and child above the surface 
of the Father of Waters. After floating for an 
hour and a half, the three were rescued by some 
men who, h iving heard the explosion, launched 
a small boat and started up stream to render aa 
■ataaaa to the unfort.uuate sufferers. When the 
man who w is rescued by Mrs. Stranburz, placed 
his feet in the boat, he'trid to express the grati 
tude he felt for his preserver; but his heart was 
so full of thankfulness that his tongue refused to 
give full utterance to his grateful feeling*. Mrs. 
Stranburg lelt this city about thtec months ago, 
and went to Clinton, Mississippi, her binh place, 
where her relatives reside. She took passage on 
the Pennsylvania, at Vieksbnrg, and was fortu 
nate enough to ar.ive at her own home in this 
city on Monday evening. Her conduct entitles 
her to the admir itiou of all who can appreci»te a 
noble act

Gr.NTLKMF.N: It would doubtless be interesting 
to the agricultural portion of your readers to 
learn the condition of the crops in this part ol 
the State since the heavy rains have in a alight 
degree abated. 

The unusual amount of wet weather has ren- 
dered the year very doubtful for a prolific one. 
The corn has had too much rain to grow fast; li 
has in certain localities been drowned out or the 
weeds have choked it until it has become very 
sparse. The majority of the farmers are not 
able to til' their ground because it is too wet, and 
the corn looks very badly from that fact. 

The wheat crop promises a more abundant 
yield, though in many places it is very thin on 
the ground and has the rust, yet a very fair crop 
may be anticipated if the weather remains sea 
sonable until cutting time. Rve looks very fine 
and promises au abundant yield. Oats in many 
places are entirely dead from the ru9t, a thing 
that was never known in this portion of the State 
before It affects it about the same as a blaze 
of fire would when in scorching distance. It kills 
and dries it up before it heads and renders it en 
tirely worthless for food, or even for manure 
upon the ground where it falls. 

There will be n great deal of fruit in our coun 
ty, and, if crops are not sufficient to live upon, 
we will have enough fruit and prettv ladies to 
keep us alive through another winter.' C.
